Tobin gave his “pledge of hon- 
or” that he would consult leaders 
of organized labor on all major 
policy issues and continue to de- 
velop in the Department of Labor 
a program to improve free col- 
lective bargaining and advance 
the welfare of wage earners. He 
gaid he would endeavor to restore 
the department as the voice of 
wage earners in the Government. 

Decision to work for repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley Act, which, in 
effect, amended the Wagner Act, 
was reached at a meeting last 
night of the all-powerful AFL 
executive council. Green, who 
heads the council, said a repeal 
bill would be introduced as soon 
as Congress convenes and esti- 
mated that the law should be re- 
pealed by March 1.

Cyril F. J. Hankinson, editor of 


41-Gun Salutes Fired 
in Honor of Royal 
Birth — Mother, Baby 
Doing Well.

‘ LONDON, Nov. 15 (UP)—Prin- 
cess Elizabeth rested comfortably 
at Buckingham Palace today after 
the birth of her first son, a Prince 
who may some day be King, and 
all- Britain threw off its somber 
austerity reserve for a rousing 
celebration. 

The Prince, second in line to the 
British throne after his mother, 
arrived at 9:14 p.m. (3:14 p.m. St. 
Louis time) yesterday. Elizabeth, 
;22 yearg old, was in labor less 
‘than two hours, and the delivery 
was understood to have been rela- 
tively easy. 

A bulletin this morning from 
the palace, signed by two royal 
physicians who delivered the baby, 


said: 

“Her Royal Highness the Prin- 
cess Elizabeth had some sleep 
during the night. Her condition 
and that of the infant Prince is 
satisfactory.” 

“A Splendid Baby.” 

Buckingham Palace announced 
shortly after 1 p.m. today that the 
prince weighed 7 pounds, 6 ounces 
at birth, No mention of the 
baby’s weight had been made in 
the first two bulletins. Members 
of the court described him as “a 
lovely boy, a really splendid baby.” 

The royal physicians, Sir Wil- 
liam Gilhiatt and Sir John Weir, 
who stayed at the palace during 
the night, left directly after their 
morning bulletin was issued. 
Their departure was taken as a 
sign that they were eminently sat- 
isfied with the condition of both 
the Princess and her san. 

Last night’s momentous news 
of the birth came in a terse bul- 
letin from the doctors attending 
the Princess. Joyous thousands, 
who had waited for hours in the 
mild November evening, heard of 
the safe delivery an hour and six 
minutes after the birth. 

A royal page informed a police 
constable, who released the news 
to the crowd: “It’s a boy!” 

The announcement of the birth 
was posted on a bulletin board 
outside the palace gates. 

“Her Royal Highness and her 
son are both doing well,” the bul- 
letin said, 

Thunderous Cheers. 

That set off thunderous cheers, 
wild hand-waving and an outburst 
of enthusiasm such as austere 
London has not known since Eliz- 
jabeth ang handsome 
Philip, the Duke of Edinburg, 
were married last November. The 
birth came six days before the 
first anniversary of that dra- 
— event in Westminster Ab- 

y. 

The crowd cheered for Philip, 
and sang “for he’s a jolly good 
fellow.” : 

No member of the royal family 
appeared before the crowd, al- 
though one man, apparently a 
member of the palace staff, 
stepped briefly out on a balcony 
shortly before the birth an- 
nouncement, and some in the 
waiting throng mistook him for 
Philip. 

Today, a crowd of several hun- 
dred persons gathered outside the 
palace and the birth was celebrat- 
ed throughout Britain with the 
pealing of church bells, while 
British warships cannonaded the 
respects of the royal fleet. 

Union Jacks floated in a lazy 
breeze from hundreds of office 
buildings in London. Newspapers, 
still on short paper ration, gold 
out early to the long queues before 
newsstands. 

‘ 41-Gun Salutes. 

The first official celebrations be- 
gan at 9:05 a.m. when salutes of 
41 guns were fired by the Royal 
Navy at. Portsmoutnh..and other 
bases where Britain’s warships 
lay. The ships were dressed from 
masthead to sternpost with flags. 

During the day the order “splice 
the mainbrace” will go! out to all 
ships—the traditional order of the 
King on festive occasions calling 
for a double issue of grog to all 
naval personnel.

Amount Ready for Dis- 
tribution in_ Final 
Accounting — Court 
Approval Needed for 
Payment. 


Policyholders of old Missouri 
State Life Insurance Co. are en- 
titled to $2,038,681, on their poli- 
cies assumed 15 years ago by Gen- 
eral American’ Life Insurance Co., 
a final accounting filed today in 
Circuit Judge Harry F. Russell’s 
court stated. The accounting was 
certified by Owen G. Jackson, 
state superintendent of insurance. 

Payment of the amount, stated 

by Jackson to be available for dis- 
tribution, depends on the court’s 
approval. A group‘ of stockhold- 
ers, who filed an intervening suit 
recently, is objecting to the pro- 
posed distribution io policy- 
holders. , 
Powell B. McHaney, vice presi- 
dent and general counsel of Gen- 
eral American Life, said in reply 
to a question that about 70 per 
cent of the amount stated would 
be paid to policyholders in cash. 
Those who have paid up their in- 
terest on outstanding loans will 
receive cash, while those whose 
loans are in arrears will receive 
credit on their loans. 

The accounting, as filed by 
Jackson, shows no funds avail- 
able for stockholders. Company 
officials stated that policyholders 
would be entitled to $4,420,488, in 
addition to the amount now avail- 
able for them, as interest balance, 
before stockholders could claim 
any sums under the purchase 
agreement of 1933. 

Entire Loss Covered. 

General American Life Co. offi- 
cials said the $2,038,681 now avail- 
able for policyholders, when added 
to $21,090,563 previously distributed 
to them, would result in the re- 
coupment by them of the entire 
loss sustained when Missouri State 
Life became insolvent in 1933, and 
in recovery of a substantial part 
of their interest payments. 

The accounting,’ originally or- 
dered for Nov. 1 but deferred for 
two weeks, is required by the pur- 
chase agreement of Sept. 7, 1933, 
by which General American pur- 
chased the business and assets of 
the Missouri State Life. The 
agreement required General Amer- 
ican to operate the Missouri State 
Life. business as a separate ac- 
count for 15 years, and pay over 
to policyholders the account’s net 
earnings and profits, in repayment 
of their losses and interest there- 
on. 

A further provision of the agree- 
ment was that the balance of net 
earnings and profits, after repay- 
ing policyholders, was to go to 
stockholders of Missouri State 
Life. As stated, the superintend- 
ent found the money available 
insufficient to provide any pay- 
ment for the stockholders. 
“Assets remaining in the Mis- 
souri State Life account as of 
Sept. 1, 1948,” the company states, 
“after 15 years of ‘operation, are 
carried in the final accounting at 
a market value of  $136,403,807, 
which is $4,264,539 in excess of 
the previous book value of such 
assets.

PARIS; Nov. 15 (AP)—An in- 
formed source said today U. 8. 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall would reply for President 
Truman to a United Nations lead- 
ers’ appeal for a solution of the 
Berlin crisis. 

U.N. Secretary -General Trygve 
Lie and Herbert V. Evatt of Aus- 
tralia, president of the General 
Assembly, dispatched letters Sat- 
urday to Truman, Russian Prime 
Minister Stalin, British Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee and 
French Premier Henri Queuille 
asking for four-power talks to set- 
tle the ‘dispute. 

The source said Marshall would 
reply to the Lie-Evatt peace letter 
as soon as he and the British and 
French foreign ministers hold full 
consultations. Marshall, British 
Minister of State Hector McNeil 


and French Foreign Secretary 
Robert Schuman are expected to 
meet tomorrow or at least ex- 
change their views on the letter at 
that time, the source said. 

U. 8. Reply Awaited as Cue. 


It was indicated that every phase 
of the American ; British - French 
consultations would be relayed. to 
President Truman. The source 
saii, however, that Marshall, act- 
ing in his capacity as spokesman 
for the United States on foreign 
affairs, actually would reply to 
the letter. 

The United Nations looked to 
the American response for a cue 
to the success or failure of the 
peace appeal. U.N. circles said 
the Lie-Evatt appeal was aimed at 
the American President in the 
hope he would agree to meet the

COAT OF PAINT 
PUTS BRAKES ON 
WIND RECORDER 


20 M. P. H. Blow Slowed to 4

Heavy bright-green paint slowed 
down the wind Saturday. Painters 
atop the Railway Exchange build- 
ing, eight blocks from the weather 
office, applied a heavy coat of 
paint to the anemometer, causing 
the instrument’ to record wind 
speed at a loss Of about 15 miles 
an hour,

Otis Lucy, a Cairo (Ill.) gam- 
bler, pleaded guilty of interstate 
transportation of $5000 in stolen 
Government bonds in United

The bonds were part of $49,000 
in Government securities stolen in 
a burglary at the Coca Cola Bot- 
tling Co. of Cairo May 27, 1947.

HOME BREW FLAT 
RAIDED; 27 FOUND 
DRINKING IN PLACE 


Andrew Leponis, operator of a 
grocery and meat market at 2759 
Arsenal street, was facing federal, 
state and city charges today after 
police of the liquor squad and a 
state liquor control agent raided 
a home brew flat he was operat- 
ing in his living quarters above 
the market. 

Using a technique developed 
during prohibition days, Detective 
Sgt. Leslie V. Woodward knocked 
at a side door of the market and 
asked the 66-year-old proprietor 
for some beer. The latter ob- 
liged by bringing a bottle of 
home brew to the door and emp- 
tying it into a can for Wood- 
ward, the latter reported. 

He was equally obliging to De- 
tective Phillip» Dwyer and Agent 
Paul Britton. After buying some 
whisky and wine in the same 
manner, the three officers report- 
ed, they entered the place and 
went upstairs where they found 
about 27 customers seated at 
tables and on sofas consuming 
home brew, wine and whisky. 


They confiscated 427 bottles of |; 


beer and unspecified amounts of 
wine and whisky. 

Leponis said he had been mak- 
ing home brew and selling it on 
Sundays for several years but he 
insisted he had sold only to his 
friends. “Apparently, he didn’t 
have an enemy in the _ world,” 
commented Sgt. Woodward. 


First Portal Pay Ruling. 


The portal pay case was the 
first to reach the tribunal since 
the Supreme Court itself set off 
a flood of back wage claims with 
its Mt. Clemens Pottery Co. de- 
cision in June 1946, At that time, 
the court held that the Fair Labor 
Standards Act authorized pay- 
ment for activities of employes in 
getting ready to work—changing 
clothes, for instance. 

The Supreme Court action in 
the no-strike injunction case in- 
volved an order issued by United 
States Judge T. Alan Golds- 
borough against the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen and the 
Switchmen’s Union of North 
America. 

Those three unions schetiuled a 
strike for May 11 after mediation 
efforts failed. But the Govern- 
ment seized the railroads on May 
10. The same day it got a tempo- 
r order from Judge Goldsbor- 
ough forbidding a walkout. 

Judge Goldsborough issued the 
controversial permanent order 
July 2. It is still in effect even 
though the dispute was settled 


July 8. 
Ford Case Ruling. 

In the Ford case, the court ruled 
that it would be unfair for the 
bar to continue while General 
Motors Corp. still is allowed to 
operate its own finance company 
—the General Motors Acceptance 
Corp. 

Justice Frankfurter wrote the 

majority’ opinion. Justices Black 
and Rutledge dissented from the 
entire ruling. Justice William O. 
Douglas dissented from the deci- 
sion to lift the bar against affilia- 
tion with a finance company.

Neglect of Natural Resources 
Poses Problems for Congress 
As Day of Reckoning Approaches 


Conservation Linked to Nation’s Security and 


Well-Being Through Depletion of .Min- 


eral, Timber Reserves—Food Sources 
Shrink in Face of Rising Population.

T 


HE need for conserving the national resources has become a 
major concern of Congress. It may be the’ most important subject 
of the next session. Generations of neglect, wastage and expiocita- 


tion of land, water, forest, mineral, fish and wildlife resources have 
brought awareness that a day of reckoning is at hand. 

Two especially urgent needs stand out in congressional scrutiny 
of this stupendous and: many-sided problem, 


One has to do with the national 
the immediate § safe- 
guarding, for example, of deplet- 
ing supplies of certain minerals 
vital to the tooling and powering 
of today’s mechanized civilization. 

The other relates to the. steady 
rise in the national population. 
Already this is beginning to strain 
such limited resources as the land 
which is producing food and 
clothing for the population. It 


holds the threat of a future low-. 


ered standard of living unless 
effective action is devised in time. 
New Fights 

In groping for solutions, Con- 
gress necessarily must deal piece- 
meal with the problem. Resources 
conservation is a subject which 
splinters into a thousand contro- 
versial issues, and it can’t be mas- 
ter-planned into law. So in the 
next session, as in past ones, each 
new proposal or counter-proposal 
bearing on. conservation of any 
sort can be counted on to start 
new fights on Capitol Hill. 

Experts will disagree on the-, 
ories. Conservationists will lock 
arguments with apostles 6f abun- 
dance. States’ rights will be in- 
voked against federal interfer- 
ence. Sectional interests ‘will be 
arrayed against sectional interests 
and against what is deemed to be 
the national interest. And swarms 
of lobbyists will be at work. 

The status of the nation’s pe- 
troleum reserves and disposition 
of the supplies is expected to come 
before Congress in at least two 
ways. It is probable, first, that 
proposals will be made for setting 
up a national program of syn- 
thetic oil production to free the 
country from its dependence on 
natural petroleum. Again, the 
hotly disputed case involving the 
leasing and utilization of the sub- 
merged oil lands off the falifornia 
and Gulf coasts is certain to be 
reopened in some legislative form. 

The scarce minerals situation 
already is being studied on the 
highest defense level, and some of 
these minerals already have been 
placed on the strategic list. Min- 
ing authorities expect that Con- 
gress will be asked to frame legis- 
lation to encourage exploration 
for certain minerals and perhaps 
to shape a policy of conservation 
and use. 

Controversial Issues. 

The efforts of Western cattle 
men to gain further grazing privi- 
leges on federal lands, the at- 
tempts of timber interests to get 
their axes on stands of virgin for- 
est in the national parks, demands 
for liberalization of federal laws 
protecting certain forms of wild- 
life, all will be controversial be- 
fore the next session as they were 
before the last. 

Other resources problems about 
which there is no argument, ex- 
cept perhaps on the budget level, 
will present their claims for,inves- 
tigation, such purely research 
matters as, for example, why 
clams are disappearing from cer- 
tain New England tidal flats, or 
why the important West Coast 
sardine industry is suffering a 
mysteriously diminished catch of 
the once prolific pilchard. Both 
supply part of the nation’s protein 
food. 

From a wealth of congressional 
committee inquiry in past sessions 
may come, but not without oppo- 
sition, legislation for a national 
Jand policy, for centralization or 
decentralization of the nation- 
wide soil-conservation program. 
‘Most farmers have a stake in this 
disputed program which now 
covers one billion acres of fertile 
/farm and ranch land. 

Reclamation Projects. 

Finally, the perennial conflict 
that rages around the great land- 
reclamation projects authorized by 
Congress certainly will flame anew 
in appropriation hearings for the 
next fiscal year. These are the 
river-basin developments; the en- 
gineering projects for irrigating 


vast areas of waste lands, for con- 
trolling floods and for generating 
cheap hydro-electric power. It is 
here that the mighty struggle over 
water rights and the marketing 
of public power will center. 

The importance of these ques- 
tions both to national security and 
prosperity is obvious. But .they 
also have a personal significance 
for the ordinary citizen, - 


He lives today in the world’s 
most highly mechanized economy. 
At the flick of a switch he com- 
mands a more abundant supply 
of horsepower to do his work than 
the citizen .° any other nation. 

His everyday needseare part of 
the picture. His winter fuel 
problem may be linked -to the 
supply of petroleum underground. 

he lumber he needs for a new 
porch are board feet in a national 
demand which ip outstripping the 
current timber yield:in the nation’s 
forests. The fight over scarce 
water in California is to irrigate 
lands’ which now are producing 
some measure of the fruit and 
vegetables that come to his table. 


Erosion Major Problem. 

Basic to the nationa) welfare is 
the land—and the supply of water 
which makesthe land fertile, The 
erosion of much of the nation’s 
land by the destructive action of 
water and wind is generally agreed | 
to be one of the major conserva- 
tion problems faced by the nation. 
Yet it is one f the most con- 
troversial. 


Likewise, the need to bring into 
productive use as much present 
waste lands, in regions thirsting 
for water; as can be economically 
put under cultivation also is gen- 
erally acknowledged, In fact, suc- 
ceeding Congresses have gone 
each other a step better in au- 
thorizing such engineering proj- 
ects. But these involve even more 
inflammatory disagreements. 
Before touching on these con- 
flicting points of view concerning 
the problem of piotecting and in- 
creasing the productive land and 
the water supplies, a few figures 
may help bring the need into bet- 
ter focus. They are figures derived 
from government sources. 
One-third of the country’s origi- 
nal fertile topsoil is gone for good, 
washed away’ by flood and rains 
or blown away by winds and dust 
storms. Five hundred thousand 
acres more of productive land are 
being lost to cultivation every 
year, despite a vast organized pro- 
gram to protect the soil. This is 
the land which produces food and 
fiber for sustaining and clothing 
the people. 

Land-Population Ratio. 

Today's population stands at 
144,000,000 persons, for’ which 
435,000,000 acres of crop lands, 
orchards, fallow and idle lands 
are available to produce for do- 
mestic and normal export needs. 
This gives three acres for each 
person in the country—one index 
of the American standard of diet. 

By 1975 it is estimated that the 
population will stand at 174,000,- 
000 persons, or an increase of 20 
per cent for the nation as a whole. 
Actually, the trend of increase 
westward might cause a rise of 60 
per cent in some of the Pacific 
Coast states. 

But by 1975 it is estimated that 
40,000,000 acres of present good 
land will be lost to cultivation. 
Offsetting this, an estimated 60,- 
000,000 acres of new land can:be 
expected to be brought into pro- 
ductive use. 

The net result of this arithmetic 
is that the country actually will be

HE sweeping military successes 
T of the Chinese Communist 

armies, and the grim possi- 
bility of a complete collapse of 
Chiang Kai-shek’s government, 
impose upon the Western Powers 
the need for a swift review of, the 
situation in Southeast Asia.

This is a region inhabitated by 
something like 115,000,000 people, 
and normally is a huge market 
for manufactured goods and a 
source of some of the world’s 
most vitally needed raw materials 
—oil, rubber, tin, iron, coal and 
quinine, to name a few, plus rice, 
the staple food of hundreds of 
millions of Asiatics. 

Need for Markets. 

The need of a recovering Europe 
as well as of expanding American 
industry is for markets on the 
one hand and sources of supply 
on the other. If China is to be 
lost both as a market and a source 
as now seems possible at least 
for some years to come, then the 
need for development of trade 
and stable conditions in Southeast 
Asia increases. 

The United States, Great Brit- 
ain, France and The Netherlands 
have direct and vital interests in 
this region, which economically 
and strategically includes’ the 
Philippines as well as the other 
regions above mentioned. Aus- 
tralia and India, two of the most 
important Dominions of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, are directly 
affected by what happens in South- 
east Asia. 

It would appear that the time 
has come for a conference be- 
tween representatives of these 
states and those of the independ- 
ent countries of the area (Burma, 
Siam, and the Philippine Repub- 
lic) to determine the extent of 
the common interest, to define 
policies to be pursued in common 
for .the restoration of order and 
of trade in the whole area,. and 
to examine the terms of a pos- 
sible regional defense agreement. 

This is hardly the moment for 
further protracted and fruitless 
negotiations in which the Soviet 
Union and its agents can happily 
continue to fish in troubled wa- 
ters and exert their influence to 
prevent anything from ever being 
settled. 

Realistic Examination. 

It is rather a time for realistic 
examination of what means are 
available to bring to a conclusion 
the endless disputes between the 
Dutch and the Indonesian Repub- 
lic in Java and Sumatra, and be- 
tween the French and the Viet- 
Nam leaders in Indochina; the 
suppression of the Communist re- 
volt in Malaya; the solution of 
the disorders in Burma, largely 
Communist inspired. 

Manchuria and North China are 
areas where the Soviet influence 
can be stronger than that of the 
West because of Soviet physical 
proximity and control of land 
communications. 

Southeast Asia is an area where 
Western influence can be stronger 
than that of the Soviet Union be- 
cause of existing political ar- 
rangements, and control of sea 
and air communications, while the 
seat of Soviet power is far away. 
The West must now make realistic 
use of these advantages. 

The vast majority of the native 
pepulations of these countries 
would welcome a firm stand by 
the Western powers which would 
be directed toward suppression of 
trouble-makers, restoration of the 
trade on which the standard of 
living of the inhabitants depends,

Commentary on Investor. 

As I see it, we’ve already had 
sufficient decline to constitute a 
bear market. On Monday, Nov. 
1, the day before election, a share- 
holder in United States Steel went 
to bed cheered in the knowledge 
that Steel common was worth 


$84.25. That wasn’t far below the 
year’s high of $87.62. But on 
Wednesday morning, when U. 8. 
Steel finally sold on the floor of 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
he was poorer by $5.25 a share. 

What a commentary on Wall 
Street, on American investors! 
U. 8. Steel, as a corporation, 
hadn’t changed over election 
day. Irving Olds was still chair- 
man of the board, Benjamin 
Fairless was still president, 
The bank balances were as big 
as ever, backlogs was substan- 
tial, plant and equipment were 
modern, efficient and being ex- 
panded. Yet investors re-rated 
the entire value of the company- 
U. 8S. Steel was the same, but - 
investors felt differently about 
it. 

What went for Steel went for 
du Pont, American Tel. & Tel., 
Standard Oil (N. J.), and so on. 
By the end of a week—at the close 
of the market on Tuesday, Nov. 
9—U. S. Steel was down $11.50— 
or 14 per cent from its Monday 
close. Small wonder that Carl 
Apponyi, of Edgerton Eykoff &

sell-off as a “baby panic.” You 
can see it clearly in the following 
table.

_ Highways for the Future 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There is a constructive plan whereby 
an unbiased long-range highway pro- 
gram for Missouri may be officially pre- 
sented to the people. 

When Governor-elect Forrest Smith 
takes office, he can appoint a committee 
of 15 persons—five from the State Sen- 
ate, five from the House of Representa- 
tives and five citizens at large. These 
members should serve without pay as a 
policy-making committee, to supervise 
the preparation of highway information 
through research, hearings in various 
parts of the state and studies, Their 
final report and recommendations for a 
long-range highway program should then 
be presented to the Governor, the State 
Legislature, and the people, 

There are now available state and 
federal funds on a matching 50-50 basis 
to pay for engineering and clerical per- 
sonnel. Such a committee, or commis- 
sion, should represent various phases of 
highway opinion, so that when their re- 
port to the Governor and the people is 
presented, it would be authoritative and 
acceptable to many divergent highway 
epinions in this state, 

Over 30 states in the United States are 
already working out such a long-range 
highway program with state and federal 
matched funds. Since Missouri is the. 
only state in the United States which 
has less than a three-cent state g&soline 
tax, it is readily apparent that we do 
need more highway funds for the future 
matching of federal aid funds. 

Let’s stop talking about Missouri high- 

ys in terms of interregional, urban, 

ral aid, secondary and county high- 
ways. Such a committee would be 
thinking in terms of an integrated sys- 
tem of Missouri's highways, such as all 
previous highway commissions have 
worked for. 

The present Highway Commission has 
an excellent personnel and might easily 
do this ‘ob of long-range planning un- 
der its own supervision. Nevertheless, 
the idea of a cross section of highway 
‘epinion in this state, as represented by 
‘the 15-man committee suggested, can do 
‘the job more efficiently than any other 
‘body, as proved by the fact that more 
‘than 30 other states are handling their 
‘long-range highway building plans in 
‘somewhat similar manner.

Murray's battle-cry as Montana sends him back 
to the Senate for another six-year term.

This cru- 
sading progressive, who proved as Mayor of Min- 
neapolis and in the last Democratic convention 
that he is an antagonist to be reckoned with, an- 
nounces that he means to throw himself whole- 
heartedly into the battle for an MVA. We wel- 
come him warmly. From Senator-elect Kefauver 
of Tennessee, also, Senator Murray will receive 
powerful new support. Kefauver not only is 
heart and soul with the fight—he knows a great 
deal about it from his first-hand acquaintance- 
ship with TVA and his constant work for that 
agency.

Congress should make a searching in- 
vestigation into these scandalous facts, and ex- 
pose those who are responsible. 
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The Evatt-Lie Letter 

In quite extraordinary fashion, Herbert Evatt, 
president of the General Assembly of the United 
Nations, and Trygve Lie, secretary-general of the 
UN, have appedled to the chiefs of state of Rus- 
sia, Great Britain, France and the United States 
to end the Berlin impasse. That crisis, accord- 
ing to the two UN leaders, has been a grievous 
threat to the peace of the world since last June. 

It is significant and realistic that this letter 
was not addressed to the big power delegations 
in Paris where the Berlin dispute is on the UN 
agenda, but rather to the governments which 
they represent. To that extent, it is a confes- 
sion that the arguments and counter-arguments 


in the Security Council are not getting anywhere. . 


Direct negotiations between the powers are 
suggested. And there is the further offer of 
mediatory services by.the president of the Se- 
curity Council, Juan Bramypglia of the Argen- 
tine. It is certainly to be hoped that such nego- 
tiations wiH be undertaken. 
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A Middle Policy for China 


Nationalist China’s imminent peril at the hands 
of the native Communist insurgents makes a 
program of strong aid to China attractive, emo- 
tionally at any rate. The Republicans were plan- 
ning it if they came into power at Washington.

So there is a special and timely value in wise

Without minimizing the undesirableness of a 
Chinese Communist conquest, it ought to be pos- 
sible for United States policy-makers to evolve a 
long-range and unveering China policy which 
will cease pouring billions down a;rathole, as at 
present, and offer an eventual hope of popular 
government in China.

Southern Democratic Senators already threat- 
en a filibuster when President Truman’s civil 
rights program is brought up.

If the Communists Take China 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Dispatches from China clearly indicate 
the existence of grave danger that the en- 
tire country will be lost to the Communists. 
It is not gpparent at present how soon this 
might happen, if it does happen. 


The Nanking Government still possesses 
large armies, some of them well equipped 
by Chinese standards, and still controls at 
least two-thirds of all Chinese territory. 
How Well this territory can be defended is 
a matter of doubt.. If morale is as low in 
South and West China as it seems to be in 
North China and the lower Yangtze Valley, 
the resistance of the Government might 
not last long, regardless of its resources in 
soldiers and military supplies, and regard- 
less of any help it receives from the United 
States. 


In this bleak situation, the implications 
of the possible loss of China to the Reds 
are highly important from the American 
point of view. Some of them are obvious, 
The most apparent of all is that China has 
approximately one-fifth of the world’s man- 
power and that occasions might arise in 
which this manpower could be highly use- 
ful to Soviet Russia. 


Many People, Little Power 


Even in an éra when one machine can do 
the work of a thousand men, no sensible 
American, no matter if he considered 
nothing except his own welfare, would like 
to see China made into a state subservient 


‘to Moscow. His only consolation, if that 


happened, would be that China—although 
tremendous in population and area—is poor 
and weak, 


Most of China is made up of tiny farms 
tilled by men and women who cannot even 
afford shoes. There is little commerce and 
less industry. There are a few industrial 


resources of potential importance, such as - 


coal and water power, but these are unde- 
veloped, Even if al] the Chinese suddenly

Corruption and 
inefficiency would not end in China merely 
because the country was controlled by the 
Communists instead of the Kuomintang. 

The Reds also would have to make at 
least temporary concessions to cultural pat- 
terns in Chinese society, such as the strong

peasant, the persistence of provincial patri- 
otism and,the tradition that favors com- 
promise as a solution to all disputes. 


Harder Than Europeans to Handle’ 


To some Americans these matters may 
seem of little importance. Students of China 
are convinced they would create serious 
trouble for the Chinese Reds, and even 
more trouble for any Russians who tried 
to make the Chinese, as a whole, behave 
precisely as Marshal Stalin desired. 


While the subject is one on which wide 
disagreement is possible, there is good 
cause for doubt that Moscow would find 
the hundreds of millions of Chinese as easy 
to handle as the less numerous Poles and 
Romanians. China, .after all, has been gov- 
erned more by tradition than by firm con- 
trols for many hundreds of years, and the 
most diligent and ‘astute Communists would 
‘Tind this habit an obstacle to formation of 
a complete police state. 


Serious Loss in Cold War 


The net effect of this brief survey of 
major implications of the possible loss of 
China to the Communists is that the loss 
would be a serious defeat for Americans in 
the conflict that now exists between the 
United States and the Soviet Union, and 
would create danger of further defeats, but 
would not be by any means as terrifying 


* @ blow as would be the loss of Western 


Europe’s enormous industrial resources and 
great potential military strength. 


Americans should keep in mind these 
fundamentals when they consider whether 
any hope remains of taking action that 
would save China, despite the difficulties 
involved, and when they try to look further 
into the future and consider what revisions 
of policy must be made if the Chinese Reds 
are victorious, and thus win domination of 
one of the largest countries of the world.

Of Moscow’s Doing. 


Behind the new emphasis, there 
may be the belated realization 
that Soviet tactics in the recent 
past have contributed largely to 

. America’s preparation for a pos- 
gible war. The draft and the 
other new defense measures hard- 
ly would have been passed by 
Congress if it had not been for 
Moscow’s persistent belligerence 
expressed in every form of attack 
and denunciation. 

The bosses in the Kremlin have 
made one crashing blunder after 
another if their real objective was 
to keep this country disarmed and 
indifferent, Consider what would 
have happened if Molotov had ac- 
cepted the invitation to partici- 
pate in the Marshall plan when 
he came to Paris in the summer 
of 1947 with his 123 experts. Rus- 
gia and her satellites could have 
sabotaged the concept from the 
inside. 


Saved by Airlift. 


The blockade of Berlin wads in- 
tended to force the Western Allfés 
out of that outpost with shame 
and humiliation before the world. 
That move disastrously backfired 
when the miracle of the air lift 
proved to Europe the astonishing 
power of the United States Air 
Force. 

So, “peace, -it’s wonderful,” is 
the new line. One of the loudest 
echoes has com« from the incred- 
ible Johannes Steel. Steel, who 
once ran for Congress on the 
American Labor party ticket with 
the backing of Henry Wallace, 
visited the satellite countries 
some time ago.

Bad Ruhr Decision. 


Steel attributes this partly to 
America’s failure to gain support 
before the United Nations for the 
charge that the Berlin blockade 
represents a threat to peace. He 
also says that American “capital- 
ists,” seeing the inroads of Com- 
munism after World War II, have 
become fearful of what might hap- 
pen after another global conflict. 

Even though the new emphasis 
should develop into a campaign 
for peace, it is not likely that the 
constant Soviet harassment in 
Berlin and elsewhere would cease. 
And certainly the Kremlin bosses 
will be ever ready’to exploit Unit- 
ed States mistakes. 


One of those mistakes, in my 
opinion, is the decision to turn 
Ruhr agg | ‘back to German 
ownership. While protests may 
be damped down by the harsh ne- 
cessities of the moment, this goes 
against the view of Western Eu- 
rope and most opinion in England. 


Gift Weapon. 


It is a powerful propaganda 
weapon handed to the Russians. 
Many people in this country are 
coming to feel increasingly that 
controls in Germany are being put 
back in the hands of those who 
will use them once more for ag- 
gression and war. 

Genuine peace overtures from 
Russia should not be rebuffed. A 
meeting of the Council of For- 
eign Ministers should be possible 
in spite of the hair-splitting that 
has gone on before the U.N. in 
Paris. 

The position of the United 
States in Paris is not too strong. 
Our delegation is vulnerable on 
several points in the Berlin dis- 
pute. The nations not directly in- 
volved seem inclined to call down 
a plague on both the major con- 
tenders as the wearisome wrangle 
goes on. ° 

This may be the moment for a 


broad advance toward at least a 
temporary peace.

U.S. Recovery Agency Reports 
263 Million in Grants 
Approved in Week. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
The total of recovery grants to 
western Europe and China will top 
three billion dollars this week, 
the weekly report of the Economic 
Co-operation Administration indi- 


cated yesterday. 

Grants totaling $263,345,203 were 
approved in the week ended last 
Wednesday, and sent the total ap- 
proved shipments to date to a 
grand total of $2,960,816,599. This 
does not include more than $800,- 
000,000 in repayable loans. 

A pronounced increase in the 
proportion of industrial machinery 
equipment and materials was dis- 
closed. Foods and farm products 
have accounted for $1,323,208,079 
of the approyals thus far; the rest 
are industrial items, technical 
services and costs of ocean freight 
paid by this country. 

France received almost $150,000,- 
000 in recovery grants in the week, 
and thus took a commanding lead 
as the largest beneficiary of Mar- 
shall plan help to date. Shipments 
totaling $797,184,041 have been ear- 
marked for France and another 
$47,789,318 for the French zone of 
Ge 


rmany. 

Britain is the No. 2 recipient 
with $632,244,347 in shipments au- 
thorized. In third place is Italy 
with $314,300,443. 

China aid, separately adminis- 
tered by ECA, but included in the 
announced total of grants to date, 
has been authorized to purchase 
$137,781,881 worth of goods under 
ECA financing.

KNUTSON SAYS

Suggestions of far-off lands and 
of a gamut of emotions are given 
also in “Oriental Dancers” and 
“Scarf From Perugia.” The bright 
bit of cloth, sent Mrs. Cramer 
by her older son when he was in 
combat in Italy as an officer with 
the British Army, is painted with 
a superficial feeling of buoyancy, 
but is surrounded by apprehensive 
darkness, 

Not all of the paintings are new, 
but among those shown for the 
first time are “Flowers and Moon- 
light,” a romantic fantasy; “Deso- 
lation,” a depressing view of a 
blighted district in St. Louis, and 
three pictures in which the artist 
paints with child-like perspective 
to suggest youthful exuberance 
and playfulness. These are “Christ- 
mas Fantasy,” “Swimming Pool” 
and “Swimmers and Divers.” 

Thalinger’s 15 paintings in the 
front gallery are intellectual rath- 
er than emotional; they comple- 
ment the larger show without 
competing with it. Whereas 
bright-h»ed figures predominate 
in on. .gi:tup, the other is made up 
chiefly of abstractions, landscapes 
and still lifes of statuary, all done 
with a subdued palette. 

Symbolism and Abstraction. 

“An Incident in Time” shows a 
bust of a Greek philosopher whose 
head has toppled to the base. The 
painting, the artist agreed, may 
be taken to refer to any concept 
which has been shattered by later 
developments, such as the theory 
of Democritus about his “indivis- 
ible” atoms. 

“Peruvian God” is a picture of 
an archéological fragment owned 
by the artist, who has emphasized 
a baleful, glaring eye to indicate 
the divinity’s supposed omnis- 
cience. 

“Wind on the Missouri” is a 
river scene of whitecaps and 
fleecy @ky. Center of interest, 
however, is a stark, barren group 
of pilings in caked, dried mud. 
The composition conveys the aging 
effect of wind, rain and floods. 
In design it is related to some of 
the abstractions displayed and 
exemplifies the freedom of ar- 
rangement learned from them. 

A similar interesting relation- 
ship of abstraction to landscape 
may be observed in “Winter,” lent 
by City Art Museum; “Missouri 
Quarry,” a prize winner in the 
1946 Missouri show, and “Brick- 
yard After Rain.”

The Soviets made plain that 
voting would not be permitted in 
the Russian-occupied eastern one- 
third of the city and that Berlin 
Communists would boycott the 
election. 

The Russian stand was given in 

a letter sent by Col. Alexis Jelisa- 
r6¥, acting Soviet commandant, 
to Acting Mayor Ferdinand Frie- 
densburg. 

Berlin’s anti-Communists had 
anticipated the formal Russian 
refusal to permit a citywide vote. 
They are well advanced with 


plans to conduct the ballot in the} 


three Western-occupied sectors of 
the’ city and to invite the resi- 
‘dents of the Russian sector to 
come atross tewn to vote. 

Clearing weather today brought 
hope that the Berlin air lift would 
swing back into high gear after 
being crippled since Friday. 

Only a trickle of supplies 
reached the Soviet-blockaded city 
in the last three days. A low-hang- 
ing fog covered Berlin yesterday. 
The Frankfurt and Wiesbaden 
bases used by the American planes 
also were out of action much of 
the time. 

Flights made from fields in the 
British zone handled only a frac- 
tion of the normai traffic. 

A United tes Navy plane 
crashed and burned at Tempelhof 
airfield here tonight, when crew- 
men miscalculated the length of 
the runway. Two of the crew 
were seriously injured and two 
less seriously hurt. Navy planes 
joined the air lift only last week. 

James V. Forrestal, United 
States Secretary of Defense, esti- 
mates the air lift is costing at the 
rate of $100,000,000 a year. But, 
he added, it’s a “good investment 
for peace.” 

Forrestal spoke with correspond- 
ents at fog-shrouded Templehof 
airfield before departing for 
Frankfurt and Paris. He said he 
has been discussing questions of 
western Europe’s military defense 
with statesmen on his tour. He 
said the talks were only “casual,” 
nothing “specific.” 

During an overnight stay here 
he conferred with Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, the American commander in 
Germany, and with Walter Bedell 
Smith, the United States Ambas- 
sador ‘to Russia, who stopped over 
here en route to Paris for talks 
with Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall. 

The air lift has been operating 
since June 26, three days after the 
Russians imposed the land block- 
ade in an effort to drive the West- 
ern Allies-out of Berlin. 

Forrestal praised Clay’s work 
here, saying “Gen. Clay has done 
a magnificent administrative job 
here which has earned the grati- 
tude of the world, as well as the 


American people.”

CHICAGO, Nov. 14 (AP)— 
Werner W. Schroeder, Republican 
national committeeman from Illi- 
nois, yesterday refused a request 
that he resign, saying “I would 
not care to be put in a position 
of abandoning any of my duties 
because of temporary adversity.” 

Schroeder’s answer was in a 
letter to the Better Government 
Association of Chicago, which Sat- 
urday wrote Schroeder that his 
retirement “would be an act of 
party loyalty” and would “help 
clear the way for needed reorgan- 
ization” of the party. 

The association is a group of 
independent voters which has 
been critical of the Chicago and 
Illinois G.O.P. in the past. Its 
letter, signed by the executive di- 
rector, Fred W. Blaisdell, said 
the suggestion was “not a per- 
sonal criticism, ... but you Are 
identified with this repudiated 
party organization.” 

Schroeder’s letter said “it has 
not been my custom to abandon 
my obligations when the going 
is tough. 

“IT do not concur in your reason- 
ing that, because of the unfavor- 
able results, there should be 
resignations. If carried to its 
logical conclusion, your position 
would mean that not only I, but 
all members of the state commit- 
tee, and all members of the coun- 
ty committees, both in .Chicago 
and downstate, should resign.”

ternal Affairs until Sept. 4, 1946. 
It was in this latter post that he 
was said to have been responsible 
for the Wide extension of Can- 
ada’s diplomatic representation 
abroad. 


In meetings with President 
Franklin D. roosevelt, King con- 
cluded the Ogdensburg agreement 
in 1940 and the Hyde Park decla- 
ration in 1941. The former, signed 
in the dark days after the fall of 
France, set up a permanent United 
States - Canadian joint defense 
board for “the defense of the 
north half of the Western Hemi- 
sphere.” 

The Hyde Park pact, as King 
said, was to allow the two coun- 
tries to mobilize their resources 
“in order to proVide each other 
with the defense articles each is - 
best able to produce ... and to co- 
ordinate production to that end,” 

Signed U.N. Charter. 

King led the Canadian delega- 
tion to the San Francisco confer- 
ence in Apri] 1945, and on behalf: 
of Canada signed the United Na- 
tions Charter. In the fall of 1945, 
he attended a conference in Wash- 
ington with President Truman and 
British Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee and out of it came the 
Washington declaration on atomic 
energy of Nov. 15, 1945. 

In July 1946, King headed the 
Canadian delegation to the Paris 
peace conference, which adopted 
several of his recommendations to 
facilitate the work of the Big 
Four foreign ministers. 

King announced in September 
1946, he was relinquishing the post 
of Minister of External Affairs to 
St. Laurent. In January 1948, he 
vasked the Liberal party to call a 
convention to name a new Sediber, 
and it was in August of the same 
year that St. Laurent succeeded 
him. About two weeks after the 
convention, King announced he 
would retire as Prime Minister. He 
will remain in Parliament. 

St. Laurent, a brilliant lawyer 
and able parliamentarian, is a 
comparative tyro at politics. He 
entered the game at the age of 59, 
almost without previous experi- 
ence. His father was a French- 
speaking Canadian, his mother an 
English-speaking Irish - Canadian, 
St. Laurent speaks both languages, 
no mean asset in this land. He 
is married and has four children.

Cormorants like to fish even more than bird 
dogs like to hunt. When the usho is harnessing 
them they fight to get out of his hands and into 
the water. It is not a cruel business at all. Al- 
though a light rope is tied around the cormo- 
rant’s throat to prevent him from swallowing 
his eatch, he knows that when his night’s work 
is over, he’ll be fed until he can’t eat any more. 
There is tremendous rivalry among cormorants. 
Each one somehow keeps track of the number 
of fish the other birds are catching. In a fish- 
ing boat there is a basket for each bird’s catch, 
and he views it before hopping on the rai] at 
the end of the night’s work. His place on the 
rail is determined by his ability to catch fish. 
If his place on the rail has been No, 10, say, 
and he outfishes cormorant No. 9, the next time 
out he takes, No. 9’s place and. shoves No. 9 to 
place No. 10.

AN AUTOMATIC DOUBLE , 


AST week's articles discussed 

gin with doubles. In this varia- 

tion of gin a player may double 
before drawing. If the opponents 
accepts, play continues, but the 
final, score of the hand will be 
doubled; if the opponent refuses 
the doubler wins ten points re- 
fusal bonus plus any difference in 
his favor. 

Suppose that your opponent 
deals and you pick up the follow- 
ing hand: king of hearts, king of 
diamonds, king of clubs, eight of 
spades, 7 of spades, 7 of hearts, 
7 of clubs, 3 of hearts,.2 of dia- 
monds, ace of clubs. ? 

The up card is the four of 
spades. In ordinary gin you would 
pick the four of spades and knock 
for ten—in doubling gin you 
double. If your opponent accepts 
you pick the four and knock any- 
way, winning twice your normal 
score; if he refuses you spread 
your hand and win. the ten point 
“Refusal” bonus plus the dif- 
ference between your fourteen 
points and your opponent’s un- 
matched total. He has the right to 
lay off, just,as if you had knocked, 
but he cannot undercut you. Once 
he refuses the double you must 
win at least ten points... 

This hand is one of the few 
examples where a double is a sure 
thing, barring the extremely, un- 
likely instance of his being able 
to accept and undercut you. 

If he accepts your double, you 
have doubled your winnings while 
if he refuses your double you have 
increased your winnings by six 
points. You win the difference 
between his unmatched total and 
your total of fourteen plus the ten 
point refusal bonus. On a simple 
knock for ten you would only win 
the difference between his count 
and the amount of your knock. 

Incidentally the chances are that 
any first play double will be 
accepted. Most players double 
quite freely on their first play and 


their opponents just can’t afford.

AFRAID OF YOUR SHADOW, 


O be afraid of one’s own 
T shadow is the familiar expres- 

sion today for imaginary fears, 
for creating in one’s own mind 
dangers which do not exist. The 
Greeks had a long word for this 
which meant “a fighting with 
shadows.” 

In that ancient form of fight- 
ing with shadows, the idea found 
expression down the _ centuries. 
Shakespeare borrowed it in his 
“Merchant of Venice” when he 
wrote: 

“He will fence with his own 
shadow.” 

Thomas Fuller, the English di- 
vine and author, wrote as follows 
in 1659: 

“To fight with a shadow 
(whether one’s own or another’s) 
passeth for the proverbial expres- 
sion of a vain and useless act.” 


Being thus defined, the idea 
achieved the standing of proverb 
and was listed in Ray’s “Pro- 
verbs,” published in 1670. Ray 
used the old form, “to fight with 
one’s own shadow,” and described 
the mental process thus: “To be 
afraid of his own fancies, imagin- 
ing danger or enemies, where there 
were none.”

Discovery 
Of X-Ray Is 
Discussed 
By C. A. Dean, M. D. 


HE X-ray was discovered by 

: Prof. Wilhelm Conrad Roent- 

gen in 1895, and the discovery 
was quite accidental. Prof. Roent- 
gen was performing some elec- 
trical experiments, and every 
known kind of ray up to that 
time had been excluded. Suddenly 
he noticed a dark shadow upon a 
luminous surfacé. Because of the 
unknown type of ray causing this 
he called it X, or X-ray. 

rther study revealed that 
these newly discovered rays had a 
penetrating power of great magni- 
tude. Although they would pierce 
a thick book or plank, - certain 
metals such as lead, silver, iron 
and others stopped them in vary- 
ing degrees. It was thereafter 
noted that these rays would pene- 
trate the skin, but were blocked 
to an extent by the bones. In this 
way a medical tocl was born 
which has contributed enormously 
to man’s conquest in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of many se- 
rious maladies. 

Question: “I have always had 
trouble with ulcers in my mouth, 
which are very sore and bother- 
some. Please discuss. Also I have 
exceptionally dry skin. My hands 
are so dry they look like they are 
read. to crack. What would you 
advise?” 

Answer: Ulcers in the mouth 
originate from different causes. 
These sores may result from irri- 
tations, such. as poorly fitting 
plates, dental occlusions and oth- 
ers. Diseases of the gums, such as 
trench mouth, may lead to uicers 
of varying size and location. Vita- 
min deficiencies (thiamine, ribo- 
flavin, and civitamic acid) may 
become manifest by the appear- 
ance of ulcers in the mouth, 
tongue, gums, lips or cheeks. Also 
certain of these ulcers are allergic 
in origin. This means that various 
hypersensitivity reactions are 
present which result in this ulcer- 
ous condition. An adequate exami- 
nation should determine which of 
these causes is at fault in your 
own case. 

Dryness of the skin is often 

esent normally. Certain people 
ack sufficient “oil” glands in the 
skin to keep the skin moist. Sev- 
éral types of diseases rhay lead to 
skin dryness, especially liver and 
gall bladder diseases, and gilandu- 
lar disturbances. If any underly- 
ing disease is at fault, this disease 
should be treated. Otherwise, one 
May resort to various applica- 
tions, such as lanolin or pure 
Olive oil.

“It occurred to us that some of 
the small town or country justices 
of the peace might be located in 
more attractive surroundings. We 
have explored a number of near- 
by towns but the pragpects are not 
favorable. I have no doubt that if 
we keep going, we'll eventually

magistrate who lives in a rose- 
bowered cottage and offers us sur- 
roundings that verge on the ro- 
mantic. 

“But is this sort of thing inevita- 
able, Dr. Popenoe? There are 
many people who do not care to 
be married by a clergyman. Can’t 
the community offer something 
better than at present, to give 
their marriages a serious and 
pleasing, if, not imposing back- 
ground?”

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Silver Plate in 
Open Stock Again 


Stores are still on a quota basis 
for quality silver plate, but one 
line has returned to open stock 
selling for its four leading pat- 
terns. Another is offering sugar 
shells and butter spreaders in 
some of its patterns. 

Silver plate has always been 
sold by the set, in contrast to the 
place setting or single piece 
method of selling sterling. : Before 
the war, silver plate also was 
available by the piece, so that you 
could supplement your set with 
extra serving pieces or buy a 
larger set if needed. Until now, 
most manufacturers have concen- 
trated on sets. These were first 
confined to bare essentials, but 
some lines have been stepped up 
to include several types of spoons, 
a choice of conventional or grille 
(long-handle) knives and forks, 
ice tea spoons, oyster forks and 
salad forks, and butter spreaders.

East, believing South’s cue bid 
in clubs to have been honest, tried 
the surprise attack of the dia- 
mond jack, but declarer (North) 
took the finesse, and when it held, 
he found himself in somewhat 
sheepish possession of al] thirteen 
tricks. 

Considering that a finesse was 
required for a grand slam, such 
an exalted contract should not 
have been reached, even though 
there was a good chance that East, 
who had done the only bidding for 
his side, had the missing diamond 
king. There was no earthly ex- 
cuse, however, for the North- 
South failure to reach a small- 
slam contract. 

Close examination of the bid- 
ding reveals that South did his 
part, but that North misinter- 
preted, or perhaps under-rated the 
strength of, South’s four-club cue 
bid plus his following raise to 
five hearts. Discussing the deal, 
North said that he had been afraid 
that South was asking for dia- 
mond control—which North, of 
course, could not supply—but this 
was not a realistic view. The 
fact that North himself had the 
three top honors in hearts and 
the fillers for South’s spades, 
meant that South was being am- 
bitious with no higher card than 
the jack in hearts, and conse- 
quently he could not have a weak- 
er diamond holding than king- 
small. 

North would have relieved him- 
self of any further problem if he 
had jumped from South’s four 
clubs to five spades; having failed 
to make that logical bid, he cer- 
tainly should have bid six spades 
or six hearts over South’s five 
hearts.

ERE’S a good dollar fish din- 
|H ner for four and don’t doubt 

the quality of fish that sells 
at big markets from 19. to 28 cents 
a pound, Our recent article tell- 
ing how to prepare whiting, 
suckers, buffalo etc., to improve 
their flavor or to make bony fish 
easier to eat by. riming has beefi 
criticised. The criticism comeg in 
the form of a question “who would 
want to eat fish costing from 19 
to 29 cents a pound anyWay? Such 
fish must have been obtained 
from an unsanitary habitat to say 
the least.” 

The low cost of fish we referred 
to is that obtainable from city 
markets many of which are run 
by large chain organizations. On 
investigation one learns that the 
men who are responsible for buy- 
ing the fish for three markets 
know exactly where their fish 
comes from. The only fish they 
can sell and make any money 
on ig the kind that people will 
buy over and over again. But 
let's suppose they were unscrupu- 
lous and sold fish that produced 
illness. All ‘the purchaser would 
have to do would be to inform 
the health department who would 
make immediate analyses. If 
there was proof the dealer sold 
fish harmful to health, he would

lose his right to sell fish. Such 
publicity would be a losing. propo- 
sition for any man in business. 
But you ask, why are some 
fish so inexpensive and others s0 
costly. It all depends on the 
abundance of thé fish sand the 
ease of catching them. Some fish 
are hardier than others and are 
very prolific. Often hardy fish 
eat up the eggs or minnows of
